“The rainfall comes down on the road 
surface and we cannot prevent It 
coming. A large amount or water falls

An 
ear th road with Its softer surface 
1 should have a greater crown than the 
roads with harder surfacing, as gravel 
or broken stone.

Every paved road or street must have 
a good foundation, and for every earth 


road ws se#k as hard a surface os pos¬ 
sible. This simply means that the soil 
underneath must bs^Siry. 

Tbe Method to Adopt. 

"Th# drains, may be constructed 
lengthwise or c roes wise of the road, 
depending on circumstances of each 
ease.Often a combination system is 
used. The longitudinal drains can be 
placed either at the sides of the road 
or in the middle. Various forms of these 
drain* are buM. The bust drain is hullL 
of cartbern tiles. These tiles are In¬ 
tended to be porous and should not be 
but only enough 


grade by adding the same sited atone 
as in the layer being rolled. Too much 
screenings should not be used. The 
great secret in building a road of this 
type lies In getting s bond that will not 
depend entirety on the screenings to 
hold It.
